related only to statutes. It now ap- 
jpears that it will apply as well to joint 


resolutions. It is through the resolu- 
tions form, that constitutional amencl- 
iu^jits are submitted- to the people, a 
-three-fifths vote being -required

only five in Lucas, then "wet." Elson 
attributed this to the fact that Athens 
was a mining community and contain- 
ed lawless elements, but Harbinger of 
Franklin, called attention to the great 
dlsparitv in population, Lucas countv

containing Toledo. This, Elson said 
was unfair. 


'Then Percy Tetlow, a miner, repre-

lish1. Tetlow said that a year ago ev-

He urged 


that concentrated liquors were injuri- 


ous, but that beer was harmless, and 
advocated such methods as were oper- 
ated in Germany and Switzerland in 
regulation and manufacture and sales 
of beverages. 


UJmer advocated the adoption by the 


convention of the license measure, and 
asserted that the legislature should be 
left with adequate power, necessary to 
.sateguard licenses and regulate 
the 


;trafflc. He asserted that the campaign 
of anti-license, anti-saloon 
advocates 


was against the workingman, as it 
took trom him his only chance for so- 
cial communion with his fellows and 
left this a privilege only for the rich, 
who could regardless of the prohibition, 
have liquors in their cellars. 


Ulmer took issue with Henry W. El- 


son, of Athens county, who, in oppos- 
ing, the license proposal, called atten- 
tion to the fact that he had been .peti- 
tioned by the the German-American 
Alliance to support license. Ulmer. de- 
clared the Germans to be 
the most 


prosperous and law-abiding of the for- 
eign residents in this country. 


The Constitutional 
convention can- 


not possibly reach final adjournment 
before the middle of May or the first 
of June. 
This Is the 
concensus of 


opinion expressed by delegates 
here 


today atter they had taken a careful 
estimate of the work m commute as 
well as before the convention in com- 
mittee reports. 
E. 
L. Lampson of 


Washington county declared that it 
-would be impossible for any delegates 
of the convention to endeavor by any 
sort of limitation to wind up the con- 
vention in a lew more weeks. He 
stated there were weeks of sharp fight- 
ing ahead on such impoitant measures 
as the liquor traffic license, the initia- 
tive and referendum, and tax question. 
On all these proposals it was explained 
there would be a wide deviation of 
opinion demanding opportunity for ex-

convention as a whole

were 


mulcted of large sums of money in 
"Temples of Mystery" conducted by 
Uriel Buchanan, a former 'Mahatma 
prophet, and Mme. Helf, prophetess, 
self-styled 
"Mystics," was told by 


the police here when Buchanan was 
indicted by the grand 
jury 
on 
n 


charge of grand larceny. 
His 
al- 


leged victims are- at the pomt of ner- 
vous prostration. 


_ Three women have reported large 


j-obtieries to the police. 
They claim 


they were hypnotized. 


Details of the wholesale robberies 


conducted by a group of seers, ac- 
cording to the police, ace coming to 
light. The woman vanished -thiee 
weeks ago, decamping with $25,000. 
while _ Buchanan 
disappeared last 


Monday 
Police of all large cities 


of the country have been asked to 
locate him. 
It is believed that the 
"Mystics" cleaned up $100,000 dur- 
ing their brief stay in Louisville. 


Only wealthy patrons apparently 


were accepted, as persons appearing 
either poor or especially astute weie 
turned away 
-with 
the statement 
that "nothing could 
be 
done 
for 


them." Neighbors' accounts of pro- 
cedures about ' the "temples'^ also 
were disclosed" to 'the, police. Stories 
of noises al"'Sight and of the air of. 
stealth and. secrecy preserved in the 
daytime were told to the detectives 


Mrs. Viola 
Frey told 
Assistant 


Commonwealth Attorney Mix that 
Bunchanan gained such an influence 
over 
her» that 
she 
would 
have 


"jumped into the river" had he told 
her to 
She claims she was hypno- 
tized. 


Instead of suggesting this Buch- 
anan told her that her husband would 
die suddenly without leaving a will 
and that his relatives would deprive 
her of the estate 
To prevent this 


he told her to take all the money 
she could get and bring it to him,' 
but under no circumstances was she 
to telj her husband of what she had 
done. 


Mrs Frey took $2000 in 
small 


bills to Buchanan and she says he 
changed them for bills of large de- 
nomination, placed the latter in a 
chamois bag, which he tied to her 
neck, telling her that she was not to 
open the bag. 


Twice he changed the bag, the last 


time telling Mrs. Frey to return to 
his office on Wednesday 
afternoon. 


When Mrs. Frey got to the office she 
found many women there in a state 
of hysteria. 
Returning home 
she 


opened the bag and found it contain- 
ed only a roll of tissue paper. 


Some of Buchanan's instructions 


to his clients were: 


"Put all the money you have in a 


chamois bag and tie it around your 
neck 
Leave it there a few days, 


then open it and you will find that 
you are fabulously rich " 


Mrs. 
George Frey, Mrs Julia Ur- 


ban and Mrs. Dean 'Carroll are

first three women to ireport

losses to the police. 


Buchanan, it is believed here, is 


a nephew of the notorious Mme Diss 
de Bar, who first gamed prominence 
when she fleeced a New York mil- 
lionaire named Marsh out of $750,- 
000 through the sale of a batch of 
"spirit" paintings, and 
later

head of the Mahatma Temple in New 
York when F. Augustus Heinze, the 
Montana copper king, was said 
to 


have been the coin-producing patron. 
Ethel French, who later sued Heinze 
for breach of promise, was a disciple 
in the temple and a man who much 
resembled the description of Dr Bu- 
chanan was the 
"Hindu" Cerebu" 


who scrutinized all visitors and turn- 
ed away those whp did not look pros- 
perous. Two years ago he operated 
in Chicago.

The complaints against Buchanan 


were made by Mrs. George Frey.who 
claims to have lost $2000, and Miss

Buchanan "opened his office 
last 


October, and up to the time ol his 
departure there was a steady .stream 
of women and a few jnen 
to 
the 


place. 
He advertised that he was 


the only member of

"Mystic 


Brotherhood" in Louisville ,and in 
the first stage of his treatment 
he 


prescribed after the manner of the 
East Indian Swambi and the Afrl 
•can Voodoo medicine men." 


Mrs Frey paid 
$2f> 
for 
three 


months of the "mystm" treatment. 


"Give me $100 and I will secure 


jou a patent drug from India that 


will turn a small piece of gold into 
a pot of gold. All you have to do ie' 
to mix the powder and the 
small 


pieces of gold and-in a few minutes 
the>pot will 9verf}ow." 
This is the 
mfth'od 
by 
which 


Buchanan Is alleged to have secured 
thousands from Louisville women. 


"The treatment was very sooth- 


ing," said Mrs. Frey. "I felt much 
"better ..after .the first one. Buchanan 
told me'to colne "back "twice a week 
•at appointed timesjind he promised 
me that he would cure me complete- 
ly. He warned 'hie that I would drop 
dead if I 'told my -husband of 
my 
visits to the "Office.' 1 heeded the 
warning and kepi every appointment. 
My health improved much and I gain- 
ed weight for about »ix weeks. Then 
I began to fail. I was %leepy all 'the 
time and scarcely washable to wlalc. 
My condition became so bad that my 
husband noticed it -and caused me to 
go to a legitimate physician ,who be- 
gan giving me electrical tieatment.

"I was melancholy, and could not 


eat. 
Two weeks ago Buchanan told' 


'me that my husband w-as going to

CONFESSES TO 
BABY^POISONING. 


New York, Feb. '24.—The confes- 


sion of Winifred Ankers, a kitchen 
woman in the Brooklyn Nursery and 
-Infants' hospital, according to the 
'police solves the mystery* of eight 
deaths of babies in the institution. 
She admits _that she placed oxalic 
acid in the milk bottles of the in- 
fants 


The confession was obtained by a 


police lieutenant and a detective af- 
ter two hours examination of the wo- 
man, Who had been under surveil- 
lance since autopsies developed the 
probabilities that 
the infants had 


been poisoned. 


"On Saturday night after the bot- 


tles .had been prepared tor the babies 
I put two or three drops of oxalic 
acidg in the bottles. I did not do it 
with intent to kill the babies, but I 
wanted to get square with the nurses 
who1 were my enemies."

BURGLARS BECOMING 


BOLDER 
RANSACKED 


EAST NEWARK PLACES 


Newark's etficient buiglars got in 


another splendid night's work be- 
tween the hours of 6 o'clock Friday 
night and the same hour S_a.turdaya 
morning. when two places in EaslT 
Newark were entered and a large 
quantity of goods taken. 
The first 


robbery was that of the Fred Lisey 
home, 59 North Morris street and the 
second was that of the Mossholder 
& Remhart saloon in the New Ar- 
mory building just east of the Mam 
street bridge. 


At the Lisey home it is impossible 


to state what was taken as the Li- 
sey family is now visiting in the Isle 
of Pines and will not return until 
after March 1. 
At the saloon-the 


burglars got enough wine, whiskey, 
tobacco and cigars to keep them sup- 
plied for many weeks unless they en- 
gage in one mighty big jag. 


Both burglaries weie discovered 


this morning. 
Mr. Sachs, a son-in- 


law of Mr Lisev, discovered the bur- 
glary at the Lisey 
home when he 


went to the house this morning 


He discovered that a rear window 


had been forced open with a "jimmy" 
An investigation 
revealed the fact- 
that the interior of the 
home had 


been ransacked from top to bottom. 
The burglars torced every door which 
resisted their advance 
and broke 


open desks, dresser draweis and ev- 
ery possible place that might conceal 
something of value 
It is impossible to state whether 


anything was taken as tho family is 
away, but it is believed, however, the 
thieves got enough to pay them for 
their trouble 


Av kitchen, table was in front of the 


window through which the burglars 
gained entrance and this table was 
Jjioken. down, in some-manner., by the 
burglars 


At the Mossholder & Reinhart sa- 


loon the burglars used a "jimmy' 
made of a brake-shoe lock, forcing 
the lock on an east window. 
The 


robbers leisurely went over the stock 
of liquors and tobaccos in the place 
and selected the choicest in the stock. 
An inventory this morning enabled 
the proprietors to give a fairly com- 
plete list and description of the sto- 
len goods Nineteen or twenty quarts 
of whiskey, several bottles of wine, 
tour boxes of cigars, a large quan- 
tity of chewinigi -and (smoking to- 
bacco makes up the partial list of the 
plunder. 


The discovery was made this morn- 


ing by Art Bechman when he open- 
ed the place about 5 o'clock and he 
immediately notified the police de- 
partment who conducted an investi- 
gation. 
The "jimmy" was taken in 


charge by an officer 
and they are 


now working on several clues. 


The Lisey burglary was reported 


soon afterwards and the officers also 
investigated this crime and are work- 
ing on the theory that they were 
committed by the same parties. 


These two burglaries are the latest 


of a series of jobs of a. similar nature 
many of which have never been made 
public, following the policy of the 
department to "cover up" the jobs 
and keep the information from the 
newspapers.

BODY ROBBED OF MONEY 


Storekeeper Bound to Chair and 


Smothered—Supposed to Have 


Had Hidden Fortune. 


Toledo, O., Feb. 24.—Bound hand 


and foot, with pieces of rope and rags 
and with her clothing torn nearly off 
the ,upper portion of her body,, Mrs. 
Helena Madge, 78, better known aa. 
"Mother Madge," was found dead at 
1:20 this morning in the rear of the 
little notion and seqond hand store, 
which the aged woman had conduct- 
ed f,or more than twenty years on the 
ground floor of the one story brick 
building at 809 Summit street. The 
woman lived in the rear of-the store. 


That Mrs. Madge had been mur- 


dered by robbers was indicated by

The money-'drawer under ^he coun-* 
ter at the front of the store was also( 
empty and the disordered goods on 
several shelves gave evidence that 
the place had been hurriedly ransack- 
ed by the thieves in their search for 
plunder.

tore the upper part of the dress and

FEEDING YOUNG CHiCKS 


BY C. HICKS BARROW, 


Preston.

enjoy it. Two handfuis of a good.stand- 
ard chick scratch food is thrown in the 
litter (cut straws two inches desp on 
floor) early in the morning:, and again 
at noon and about an hour before sun.^et. 
This makes the little fellows work, thus 
giving them the. needed exercise for 
quick growth. Fine charcoal nnd srit is 
kept in their little hoppers all :h<? i;me. 
and last "but not least, a pleiiiif'.'.! supply 


• of cool, clean, fresh waier. in founts 


placed where they can get into it. is pro- 
vlc>d three times daily; 
Fresh water_is.as essential to a young 


chick as rnilk'is to "a baby, and it is sur- 
prising how much the little fellows will 
consume. The weak ones, as they shot1,' 
up. are put into a pen «>y themselves and 
fed the sarrie as the others; they soon 
develop and are abie to join their hardy 
brothers and sisters. We raised 95 per 
cent of all chicks hatched this season, 
and find, that this method simplifies a 
very difficult problem. White diarrhoea 
and other chick diseases so far are un- 
known to us on the farm. 


This method of -feeding is strictly fol- 


lowed for ei.cht weeks, when the chicks 
are removed to the colom' houses and 
fed as follows: We let them oat early 
in the morning (if not raining), and 
make them hustle until 10 o'clock, when 
fresh mash is placed in the hoppers in 
each house. This rr.ash is composed of 
100 nrmnds bran. 100 ppunds cornmeal. 
10.0 pound? middlings. 50 pounds linseed 
meal and 75 pounds Tine beef scraps. The 
mi"~Mtv put in each hopper is gauged so 
it will be empty by sundown: otherwise 
'the 'chicks' will tackle It the first thing 
in. the morning- and be too full for much 
hustling. 


One hour later we give them the final 


ration of the day. composed of .equal 
parts of wheat, oats and cracked corn, 
placing in front of each house all they 
will eat up clean. The cracked corn 
should be free from meal and husks, or 
there will be rnr^iflerable waste. 
We 


keep a five-gallon fount filled with clean 
fresh water, and charcoal and grit in 
basins on the floor, in each house all 
the time. If the weather is not clear 
we keep the birds housed, feeding- slic 
quarts of scratch feed (same as even- 
ing ration) In the litter, to induce the 
necessary exercise. 
Four- handfuis of 


sprouted oats are also placed in each 
house to snnnly the green stuff they 
would cet while on range. This met-hoc! 
of feeding brings our pullets into laying 
in about five? and a half months. 


THE DRAFJ HORSE

THE breeding of draft 
horses 
has 


come to be a very profitable ad- 


junct to diversified farming, and at no 
time during the last fifteen or twenty 
years has the price been higher for good 
'"raft and heavy farm horses. While the 
automobile may, to a certain extent, 
have replaced the horse for city dellv- 
fry, still the bulk of the farm work Is 
done with horses, and prices for sood 
stock are as high or higher than ever. 
There is not the demand for medium 
q .sllty ana light-weight horses 
that 


there used to be. but good, smooth draft 
a'.'d heavy farm horses are bringing good 
prices. There Is little reason why tho 
farmer should not continue 
to 
raise 


horses of this kind, since brood rnares— 
and stallions, too, for that matter—will 
produce stronger and better soils tnr 
having been kept steadily at work on the 
farm 
9 


On the home farm we have raised 


some of the cleanest, best colts, and 
worked the mares right along. 
There 


are certain conditions under which U 
does not seem to bo practical to put the 
breeding stock Into harness, but on muny 
farms these conditions ara not met. 
Where a farmer must rely almost wholly 
on hired help to drive his teams It may 
not be practicable to put pure-bred stock 
Iritc harness. If tho farm boy shows an 
interest in horses", raise some good rtr.-ift- 
ers. Put a good harncsB on thrm and 
tell the boy this Is his team to work, and 
there will be no question about tho caro 
they will get. You will find the boy 
after a day's work out currying oft the 
horses, making sure they nra comforta- 
ble-. I Hpc.ik from expnrlonce nnd Unow 
that when these horses are offered for 
sale they will bring a. good price.

Each 
succeeding year proves more conclu- 
sively that corn is a safe crop for a 
large part of this state. Wherever fall- 
urea hava been met, they can be at- 
tributed-to one or more of throo cauaea, 
namely, groxvlng too large a variety, 
using seed of- poor vitality, and im- 
proper care during tho growing season. 
Eaoh ot these Is a condition that o*» 
easily bo remedied If farmers of every 
community will got together and. ex- 
change ideau rolativo to thalv failures 
and successes.
